Boring July, 1959, the subject was surveilled 
approximately 12 times on his way to and from work in an 
effort to contact him under secure conditions* All efforts 
were unsuccessful inasmuch as the subject is invariably *ccom~ 
panied by other persons. These conditions exist so frequently 
and so consistently that it is felt subject suspects he may 
be contacted and is asking efforts to avoid it. Ti*is is not 
because he has detected efforts to contact hi*. If he does 
suspect p it was because of the large number of interviews now 
being conducted under this and other programs. 

It is pointed out 1&at the subject has never been 
closely involved in factionalist activities. He appears to 
be an orthodox Party member, ?or this reason, it is not felt 
his potential as an informant justifies continued efforts 
to contact him at the present time.
